The Veneer Sarthe - sounds like a Star Wars 
character, looks like a beautiful doorstop! 


• If you’ve never heard the 
name Veneer before, that’s 
because it’s a very small, 
and very new (it was only 
established in 2010) 
supercar boutique that 
hails from the flatlands of 
the Netherlands. And the 
unveiling of the Sarthe - 
their first model - took place 
in Monaco last week. 

• The two-seater Sarthe - 
named after the Circuit de 

la Sarthe, where the Le Mans 
24 hour race is held - features 


a body design inspired by 
’80s Le Mans race cars. 

The short nose and long 
windscreen hint to this, but 
the back end is ironing board 
flat, similar to the car it 
borrows its engine from. 

• Like so many of these 
cottage supercar creators, 
the major parts come from 
bigger, more familiar 
manufacturers. Take the 
mid-mounted 6.2-litre 
V8 engine, for example - 
that’s been borrowed from

the great American 
sledgehammer that is the 
Chevy Corvette Z06. 

The Sarthe wears carbon 
fibre body panels over 
a hybrid space frame chassis 
made of high-grade tubular 
steel. A traditional six-speed 
manual gearbox helps power 
the Sarthe to its top speed 
of 203mph, while it’ll break 
the magic 0 to 62mph sprint 
in just 3.8 seconds, putting 
the Sarthe chin to chin with 
the gullwinged Merc SLS. 


Lead project engineer Luuk 
Potze wanted to keep 
the recipe simple, which 
explains the Sarthe’s lack 
of poncey features like 
paddleshift gearboxes, and 
few luxuries beyond ABS 
and ESP electronic aids. 
With a 45:55 weight 
distribution and rear-wheel 
drive, this is being sold as 
a dedicated drivers’ car. 
“We want to make a niche, 
low-volume car. It’s a very 
good drivers’ car.

With a pricetag expected 
to be in the region of £270k, 
the bulk of customers 
for these exclusive small- 
production supercars are 
thought to be in Russia 
and the Middle East.

In the 
meantime, Veneer are 
already planning another 
model. Watch this space.

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H i Paulo. We know you as a 
UFC legend, but you’re also 
a member of Brazil’s elite 
military police force. How 
did you get into that? 

I originally worked in 
my mum’s bakery while T was studying 
a police military course. I qualified and 
worked as a normal policeman for ten 
months, then T got an opportunity to 
apply to enter the BOPE [Special Police 
Operations Battalion] course. It’s a 
course so hard that very few men pass. 

In my year, 70 men entered the course 
and only 11 stayed until the end to 
qualify. It’s extremely physical and 
exhausting, but I got in straight away. 

Can you describe a day in the life of 
a BOPE soldier to us? 

We’re an army so we don’t patrol the 
streets or favelas - we stay in our 
quarters. The normal police do that, and 
they call us when there are problems 
that are too dangerous for them to 
handle. They might not be sufficiently 
armed and prepared for a particular 
situation, but the BOPE always is. 

We’re much more equipped for danger. 
That’s why no day is the same - it 
depends on what calls we get. 

What’s the most dangerous situation 
you’ve found yourself in? 

Every day’s dangerous if we get a call 
out, because we can’t predict what well 
find at the scene. There was an armed 
assault in a pharmacy, so we had the 
place surrounded by armed BOPE 
soldiers ready to go in, until we found 
out there was a hostage inside. It got 
very difficult as the attacker was high on 
drugs - he was a junkie. But luckily, the 
hostage was recovered unhurt, and only 
the attacker died with a single gunshot. 

What weapons do you carry? 

We each carry a submachine gun or 
an assault rifle. 

What sort of weapons do the gangs 
you’re up against carry? 

The gangs have all sorts of weapons 
as they’re mostly smuggled into them. 
Some of their guns are like ours, but 
most aren’t as good. 

So how did you manage to go from the 
BOPE to the UFC? 

In the BOPE, everyone has a martial 
arts background and we train a lot in 
our quarters. I’ve been fighting ever 
since I was five years old. I started jiu- 
jitsu when I was 14 and then boxing 



when I was 16. Then, when I had my 
first MM A fight, I won and enjoyed it, so 
I carried on from there. I finally got the 
opportunity to fight in the UFC in 2009 
in London against Josh Koscheck. I was 
the winner of that fight, even though 
Koscheck had been the favourite. 

How does your law enforcement training 
help with the pressures of UFC fighting? 

I think that the psychological strength 
I have because of my job helps me to 
control myself emotionally when it’s 
time to fight. 

You must encounter a great deal of 
pressure in all areas of your life. So, how 
do you relax? 

I do shift work at the quarters, so we 
work 24 hours on the trot, then have 
72 hours off work. For the 24 hours I’m 
in the quarters, if we don’t get called out 
for a job, I’m training. Otherwise I train 
in the 72 hours I’m not working. 

So you don’t actually do anything to relax 
outside of work and training? 

The rest of my time I spend with my 
girlfriend and our two sons. I also enjoy 
cycling, swimming, football and things 
like that. Sports, mainly. 

We’ve seen the movie Elite Squad - is it 
a true-life representation of what it’s like 
to be in the BOPE? 

The film showed more or less the 
routine of the BOPE. I mean, the part 
where they showed the policemen 
wanting to go into the BOPE but the 
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training they went through to get in 
wasn’t half as physically challenging as it 
really is. In reality, it’s a lot more intense 
and severe. The BOPE’s the last course 
within the police you can take. No one’s 
harder than the BOPE soldier. 

If you had to choose between being 
a BOPE soldier and a UFC fighter, which 
job would you prefer? 

I love being a BOPE soldier but I love 
the training and fighting in the UFC too. 
I love both my jobs and want to carry on 
with them both for as long as I can. 

Your next fight is with Michel Richard dos 
Prazeres. What can you tell us about him? 

I know he’s also a policeman in Brazil - 
he works in the Para district. He’s very 
strong and has a good UFC track record 
too. It’ll be a good fight, I think. 

Thanks for speaking to us, Paulo! Finally 
then, despite both your jobs being so 
intense, how are you never scared? 

Everyone gets scared, I think. I always 
have the fear that I’ll be in an even more 
complicated situation with my work in 
the BOPE, or a dangerous one that I’ve 
never been in before. And I have the fear 
before any UFC fight. But it just means 
I have to be alert every time we get 
called out. We can’t let fear dominate 
us. I feels what everyone feels, but 
I’ve trained myself to control it.
